The speaker laid 
stress on the fact that the wealthy 
had profiteered and condemned a sy» 
tem that permitted such a state of af- 
fuirs. He told the meeting that a 
change was coming and that it was 
high time there -was a change, The 
Witness stid that he esimated the 
‘audience as being 75 per cent. for- 
{elgners, 


Russell's Speech. 

R, B. Russel, said witness, 
took the oslatform, his subject being 
censorship on news from Russia. He 
said things were not so bad In Rus- 
sia as the public thought, testified 
the witness. Not oniy was news cen- 
sored, but Russell accused them (the 
government and the capitalists) of

Whatever one may have 
thought a few years ago, the war had 
proved that Canada’s spirit was cap- 
able of great sacrifice and endurance. 
The ideals which had animated men 
during the war must not now be for- 
gotten and laid aside. 

The age in which we live was one 
of vast material progress. With ma- 
terial progress the need of leadership 
was becoming ever greater. Both po.- 
ities and industry required men and 
women capable of leading. 

Lastly, Dr. Hughson touched on the 
ideal of service to humanity. What 
fifty thousand Canadians died for in 
France we must live for in Canada,

Winnipeg declared for sane cit-! 
izenship and against class rule by 
3,000 majority for mayor, and 
6,000 majority for aldermen, and 
yet sane citizenship only controls 
the city by the casting vote of the 
mayor. It was a win; but by a 
show too close to be comfortable. 
Too close to give that sense of 
security that is the basis of a city’s 
progress and prosperity. 

But what if the majority had 
been the other way? A change of 
1,500 votes ont of 28,000 would 
have made the difference. The 
issue was whether or not the gen- 
eral strike of last spring should 
be endorsed. The mayoral and 
aldermanic candidates of the Do- 
minion Labor party stood for the 
endorsement of the strike. The 
citizens’ candidates were against 
such endorsement. If the Domin- 
ion Labor party or O.B.U.. candi- 
date for mayor (or for one more 
alderman), had won, another gen- 
eral strike at an early date was 
practically a certainty. In such 
case the'city government would be 
in the hands of the 0. B. U. and| 
would be used to enforce the ord-! 
ers and re-inforce the authority of 
the strike committee or soviet. 

In view of the imminence of 
the danger from which the city 
has so narrowly escaped, it is in 
order to recall what toek place 
last spring when ‘the city govern- 
ment was not under soviet con- 
trol, During that period light 
was reduced or shut off; water 
pressure was reduced below the 
needs of sanitation or fire protec- 
tion. garbage was left to breed 
disease throughout the city. milk 
and other food supplies were shut 
off; fire service and police protec- 
tion were withdrawn; mail, tele- 
graph and telephone services 
ceased; all industrial activity was 
subject to the orders of the soviet. ' 
If these things could be done when 
the soviet was not in control of the 
city government, what might be 
expected if it had achieved the 
control attempted in the recent 
elections? The conditions of a 
city in a state of seige by a hostile 
army would certainly be repro- 
duced and accentuated, 

And who would be the chief 
sufferers? Not the man of wealth; 
the capitalist. He might lose some 
of his money, but he could protect 
himself in many ways. His fam- 
ily, and even himself, for instance, 
might find comfortable quarters 
elsewhere until the trouble was 
over. Not the man without means 
or stated employment. When his 
hat is on his house is thatched. 
When things do not suit him in 
one place he moves on to another, 
without serious loss of money, 
time or other investment. Not so 
with the man who works and owns 
property—the hated and reviled 
bourgeoisie. He has not the means! 
to make provision for food scar-| 
city in advance. He cannot afford 
to send his family away. He can- 
not go himself because he must 
earn in order that he and his de, 
pendents may live. And again, if 
he goes away his property suffers 
damage or is lost altogether be- 
cause of his absence. He. must 
bear the brunt of whatever condi- 
tions are imposed, and is the chief 
sufferer from any misfortune that 
may strike the city no matt by 
whom it is brought on, . 

Had the bourgeoisie of Winni- 
peg voted unitedly for the mayoral| 
and aldermanic candidates there| 
would have been ‘‘nothing to it,’’ 
The working property owner in 
Winnipeg or Edmonton or any 
other western city is in a large 
majority over both the capitalists 
and the workers or non-workers 
who do not own property, Their 
united vote in any city would of 
necessity control that city. But 
the fact is that while every other 
section or class of the community 
at one time or another acts as a

unit the working owner or middle 
class man has never done so. He 
as depended on his citizenship 
for his protection and exercised 
his rights, or refrained from exer- 
cising them, as his view of the best 
interests of the community at larg: 
suggested. Not dreaming of an) 
attack upon him he had sympathy 
to spare for every one else. I) 
the frequent disputes between ca- 
pital and labor he did not recog- 
nize that he had any share. He 
knew’ what capital in one form 
or another was doing to him and 
so his sympathy was always, or 
almost always, with labor. It came 
with a rude shock and as an utter 
surprise to find that in the new 
gospel, made in Russia—or rather 
made in Germany for consumption 
in Russia—he, the bourgeoisie, was 
the chief enemy of the new prole- 
tarian state that was to be set up. 
A state in which nobody was to 
own anything, because the state 
would own everything. 
worker himself, he associated him- 
self with his fellow workers. Many 
of the bourgeoisie must have voted 
for the prolétarian candidates in 
Winnipeg, not realizing that the 
men they were voting for were 
striving for office for the avowed 
purpose of destroying their rights 
in the property they had worked 
for, and redneing the wages for 
their specialized or skilled labor 
to the level of that paid for time 
and effort without snecially ac- 
quired knowledge or skill. 

This is the gospel which the 
Dominion Labor party or O.B.U. 
leaders preach to their followers, 
It is what gets them their follow- 
ing. No doubt they camouflage 
it on the public platform during 
an election contest. But it was not 
camouflaged in either Winnipeg 
or Edmonton last spring when for 
a time through ‘‘ direct action’’ the 
soviet had control. The time has 
come when the working owner will 
do well to save his sympathy for 
himself, He has the power of 
numbers. The constitution of the 
country offers him a means of 
using his vote to protect his in- 
terests. With the profiteer on one 
side and the Bolshevik on the other 
it is up to him to use the power-of 
his vote to put in civie office men 
upon whom he can depend for a 
square deal to the city and its 
people—whose purpose is not the 
promotion of class warfare but 
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the welfare of the city as a whole 


A Comparison. 


It is noted in a Winnineg dis- 
patch that the cpuncil of that city 
for the next year will have the 
spending of eight millions of doi- 
lars of taxpayers’ money. The 
statement is made in a way to sug- 
gest that the amount is rather over 
than under the average. Winnineg 
is a city of a quarter of a million 
people. Edmonton, with one- 
quarter of the population is at- 
tempting to collect and is spend- 
ing this year $3,600.000. Winni- 
peg’s rate of expenditure is at the 
rate of $32 per head of population. 
Edmonton’s expenditure is at the 
rate of $60 per head. 


Another Slam at Alberta Coal. 


Vancouver Province: 

A few days ago the Province spoke 
of the experiments of Professor Mac- 
Callum's scientific research commis- 
sion in the utilization of the lignite 
coals. These are found in vast quan- 
titites on the prairies but are not avail- 
able for consumption at a _ distance 
from the place of deposit. Dr. Mac- 


; Callum arrived at Vancouver yesterday 


and it is possible to learn how far the 
experiment has gone, In the first 
place, it is established that the light 
coal can be made merchantable at a 
distance by briquetting, which is ac- 
complished by the addition of tar or 
some other substance within easy 
reach, There is no longer any doubt 
that this is feasible and that the pro- 
duct is a fuel. equal to any other good 
coals, By the co-operation of the 
governments of Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan with the Dominion, a plant 
is new under preparation at Estevan in 
Southern Saskatchewan, some 200 
miles from Winnipeg. This establish- 
ment, which will.probably be complet- 
ed by next August, i more than 4 
eclentific experiment. It is a regular 
{industrial plant, capableof producing 
30,000 tons of briquetted coal annually 
at a cost which will make it possible 
to sell in Wint@peg, Regina and other 
cities at an attractive price. If this 
enterprise shall justify present expec- 
tations it will not be necessary for the 
government to go much farther with 
the scheme. Lignfte deposits in the 
prairie provinces, chiefly in Alberta, 
are supposed to far exceed in quantity 
all the other coal in the northern part 
of this continent, Calculations run up 
into tens of billions of tons, so that if 
this fuel can be made available it will 
supply many «generations of all pos- 
sthle populations of Canada, It Is con- 
sidered not unlikely that within a few 
years a hundred such plants as that 
{n preparation at Estevan may be 
under construction and that coal may 
vet he moved from the prairies into 
Ontario, '
